27 @fÞ Þereas by direction from Us the Lozd Lieutenant, ſeveral Fire⸗Arms were 
ſeized upon 3 and whereas the end of leiüng the laid Arms was, as to remove 
75 Arms out of the hands of perſons, who upon occation might make ill uſe of 
A, them, to the diſturbance of the publick peace, ſo to pzeſcribe a courſe fo; placing 
Arms in the hands of perſons known to be well alleged to Þis Yajeſties So⸗ 
vernment, and to the peace of the Kingdom; And whereas by Pzoclamation 
dated the fifth.of Auguſt, 1663. the ſaid Arms were appointed to be reſtozed, 
in manner as in the ſaid Pꝛoclamation is direuted And whereas We are infozmed, that divers 
of the laid Arms remain concealed in the hands of perſons, who have not reſtozed the ſaid Arms 
as they ought to have done; We therefoze do by this Pzorlamation publiſh and declaze, and do 
accozvingly require Þts Majeſties Commiſſioners appointed foz ſething the Pilitia in the le⸗ 
veral Counties, to make diligent ſearch foz all the (aid concealed Arms, in whole hands ſo- 
ever thep remain, and to cauſe ſuch of them as do belong to perſons that will take the Dath 
of Supzemacy, to be reſtozed to the Dwnezs, and koz ſuch of them as belong to perſons that 
tall not take the Dath of Supzemacy, to caule the ſame to be by Jnventary placed in His Ma - 
jeſties next adjoyning fioze to the place where ſuch Arms thall be ſeized, which Jnventarp is 
to be ſubſcribed by two oz moze of rhe ſaid Commiſſioners, and by the Clerk of the Coze3 of 
which Jnventaries, Duplicates ſo ſubſcribed are to be ſent to Us the Lozd Lieutenant: And 
We do hereby declare, That this Pꝛocla mation is not to be interpꝛeted to extend to the ſeiſing 
of any Arms, other than ſuch as were fozmerly ſeized as afozeſaid, and were not reſiozed, bur 
remain concealed in perſons hands where they ought not to remain 3 {nd to this our Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation Me require all perſons whom it may concern to pield obedience.
